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The satisfactory progress which I was happy to report at 
lest Convocation has continued during this Scholastic year. Des~ 
pite the closing of the two Preparatiry Classes, the total number 
of students was very slightly lower than last year, and the 400 
whose names appeared in our Calendar at the beginning of October 
taxed to the limit our class-room space. The completion of the 
Administration Bublding relieved this congestion, and the 
eight new class-rooms will enable us to accommodate the further 
expansion of the next few years. The imporved appearance of the 
College as a whple is the delighted comment of all beholders. 

One of the old dormitories has been done away with, and we 
now provide all students in the Arts Course with rooms, which, we 
modestly believem are unequalled in my residential school. 

The work of completing the Administration Building inter- 
fered in nb way with the remilar routine of College life. Our 
plans for the construction of sorely-needed chapel we abandoned 
most reluctantly. The funds in hand were scargfely for the work 
actually done, and that, in spite of the generosity of many 
firiends, both in private donations and in the various public app 
peals for support. Among these s*and out the very successful BXEA 
Bridge held in the Windsor Hotel last mtumn, and the Second 
Annual Garden Pa rty last week. Not even the most inclement 
wrather could dampen the enthusiasm of the hosts of wrkers and 
aurprizingly large numbers turned out to encourage us. 


Another form of support for our educational work for which 
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we are depbly grateful is the founiation of additional permanent 
Scholarships. This year's Calenfar will show, among others, the 
John M.Cuddy Memorial Scholarship, founded by John P.Cuddy Esq. 
of Montreal in memory of his nephew. The 1927 Sodality Scholar- 
ship, whilé, not yet complete, is certain of success, while 

the Mother Ellen “Mahoney Scholarship. founded by the Lady 
Retreatants of the Scred Heart is an process of transformation 
from and Annual to a Permanent Schola&ship. The same is to be 
said of a Scholarship in memfory of a xm great figure in the 
history of Loyola College, The Rev.Gsegory O'Bryan. 

We are all, I thin still thrilled with the feelings of 
faith and patriotism stirred up by the Military Mass of yes- 
terdgy morning. The lesson was not least felt by the Student 
Body, upon which such spectacles, such sermons in word and 
example mus> produce a lasting effect. 

In debating, this year did not bring the unbroken chain 
of victories of last year, and yet may have reached a higher 
plane of achievement. In the Inter-University Debating League, 
we met Queen's University and MacMaster University in the 
finals. His Worship Mayor Hogg and the Council of Westmount 
graciously consented to our holdingthe Debate against McMaster 
in this splendid Hall. While we were successful here, we lost the 
debate at .ueen's; and as that University def@atei McMaster in 
Toronto, the Canadian championship went to Kingstton. We lost 
another spirited debate to Marquette Univedsity, but wrested a vid ~ 
“YOY from Boston College. The greater number of contestanja for 


these vavious debates gives as high hépes for next year. 
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Our newly-formed Dramatic Sooiety recently presented the 
Merchant of Venobe in the Princess Theatre. The performance sur- 
passed all expectations and merited the warm praise of the critias. 
It would be difficult to over-estimate the benefit to be derived 
by the players themselves and by tir fellow-students from such 
cultural work, and we shall do all in ovr power to foster it. It 
is here that the need of an Academic Hall and Autitorium at Loyola 


is so acutely felt. 
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The RHSHEE Faculty and Students of the College as well as 
our friends rejoice in the honours and successes which have 
come to Graduates and former students. During the past year 
The Very Reverend Gerald C.Murray, C.SS.R., a Loyola GRaduate 
of 1905, was HERHXHEMAXEK raided to the dignity of Provincial 
of the Redemptorist Fathers, thus bringing glory and happiness 
to his old School. WXEKEZH A few weeks ago Dr.Neil Feeney, 
Bachelor of Arts from Loyola in 1922, crowned his career as 
a student in the great Haculty of Medicine of McGill University 
by obtaining very high honours in his final examinations, %& 
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A tenal section of ‘Bit Loyola Cotte Old Boys' Association 
was founded last month in ZHAXHZEXXSF Toronto amidst touching 
manifestations of loyalty and faithful remembrance on the part 
of our Alumni in that city. 

Yet 18 was in Toronto that Loyola suffered the first of its 
dire bereavements this year. Robert Preston Coughlin and John 
Michael Cuddy, Graduates of 1916 and 1917, highly esteemed and 
well-beloved young men, whose lives were already an example and 
an inspiration, were called XX¥MHX*KXZEXITFA by death. We mourn 
their loss but cherigh their memory.
